“The reports received at the depart- 
ment 4 the day from of- 
ficers d agents in widely separated 
sections of the country reflected the 
same absence of trouble and general

DAILY MARKET NEWS FOR 
GEORGIA FRUIT GROWERS 


Condition of Markets, Prices, 
Etc., Will Be Sent All Fruit 
Growers in State. 


Athens, Ga., June 6.—(Special.)— 
Within the next few days the United 
States Office of Markets, in co-opera- 
tion with the State College of Agricul- 
ture, will begin giving daily market 
news service on peaches, cantaloupes 
and watermelons to the growers of 
Georgia. Three stations will be estab- 
lished for the purpose of disseminat- 
ing this news service. Valdosta will 
be headquarters for the service on 
watermelons, Fitzgerald on canta- 
loupes, and Fort Valle on ‘peaches. 
The market news service consists of 
daily information to growers and oth- 
ers as to shipments from different 
states, receipts on the principal mar- 
kets of the country, prices, supply and 
demand, condition of products, etc, 


curate information with reference to 
the condition on the different markets 
of the country. There is no telling how 
much this information saves the grow- 
ers of the different commodities each 
yedr. One of the main difficulties 
which the producers have experienced 
in handling their products has been 
in keeping up with the markets; con- 
sequently, they have been more or less 
at the mercy of the buyers. With the 
aid of the news service the producer 
is in position to meet the buyer on 
his own ground, 

This year the State College of Agri- 
culture will co-operate with the Unit- 
ed States Office of Markets in giving 
out this information, since the two 
institutions are co-operating in vari- 
ous marketing projects in the state. 
A list of practically all the growers 
has already been secured through the 
co-operation of the agricultural de- 
partments of the different railroads, 
eounty agents and others. Any person 
desiring this information should send 
his name immediately to C. Gay, 
field agent in marketing, Athens, Ga., 
provided he has not already been list- 
ed by some of the parties mentioned 
above.

Vienna, June 6.— (Via London.)—The 
Austrians have regained positions taken 
by the Italians south of Jamiano, on 
the front above Triest, and captured 
more than 6,500 Italians, the war office 
announces. The statement follows: 

“South of Jamiano, half way between 
Monfaloone and Hermada, our troops in 
a counter attack systematically pre- 
pared and carried out, recaptured a con- 
siderable portion of the trenches cap- 
tured in this sector two weeks ago by 
the Italians. The enemy vainly threw 
into the battle his reserves, which ar- 
rived on foot or were brought in mo- 
tors, in order to snatch again from us 


the territory which we conquered. In 
a struggle lasting a day and night and 
which early today, owing to fresh Ital- 
ian reinforcements, increased to the ut- 
most violence, our heroic infantry re- 
mained victorious on the entire line 
and the enemy was repulsed every- 
where. 
“Ttalian attempts to bring relief to 
the southern wing by thrusts near Ko- 
vanjevice and east of Gorizia failed 
completely before the brave defense of 
our troops. 

The number of prisoners brought 
back Jamiano amounts to 271 officers 
and 6,500 men. The total announced 
in the last report is thus increased to 
the extraordinary number for a defen- 
sive battle, of 22,000 prisoners. 

“An enemy biplane was shot down in 
an aerial fight over Dampazzo. 

“On the eastern and southeastern 
fronts the situation is unchanged.” 


ITALIANS ADMIT 
WITHDRAWING LINE. 


Rome, June 6.—(Via London.)—The 
Italian line before Flonder, on the 
front above Triest, has been withdrawn 
slightly, the war office announces. 

“Lively artillery duels continued yes- 
terday on the front from the Monte 
Nero area to the heights east of Go- 
rizia,” the statement says. “On the 
Carso the violent shelling of our po- 
sitions from Vercia to Jamiano was re- 
sumed, provoking an energetic reply 
from our batteries.

Flowers were 
strewn on the graves, special wreaths 
beirg place] t the tomb of the un- 
known dead. 


Bishop Denny’s Tribute te Women. 


‘ Bishop Collins Denny, of Richmond, 
Va., paid a tribute to the women of 
the south through whose efforts the 
memorial shaft was erected and to the 
generosity of the north in so readily 
granting the request for the placing 
of the statue in Arlington. declaring 
“It is here by consent of the nation, 
by the act of your former foes. These 
men met your petition for the war- 
rant to honor your dead not with a 
challenge to a contest in a forum or 
in guild, not with the sting of the 
tuunting conqueror, but with a knight- 
liness as honorable to them as it was 
generous to you. 

Expressing the gratitude of the south 
for the action of their former foes, 
Bishop Denny said “The south will not 
stint her appreciation nor her praize.” 
Emphasizing the spirit of fraternity 
and unity existing now between the 
two sections, Bishop Denny declared 
that “this monument is the seal of a 
fraternal union. Now, not simply does 
the Blue touch the Gray, the two are 
interwoven. America is united.” The 
young men of today, he said, will re- 
member the heroism of their fathers}! 
and stand ready to sacrifice their all 
for the Stars and Stripes. 

The roll of honor of United Confed- 
erate Veterans was read by Adjutant 
General William E. Mickle. 

625 Camps Represented. 

The report of the committee on cre- 
dentials at the session today showed 
625 camps and 1,602 delegates attend- 
ing the reunion. 

General Bennett H. Young stirred the 
convention in his report on the progress 
with which the memorial to Jefferson 
Davis at his birth place is being built. 
It is proposed, he stated, to finish the 
memorial on the first of October and 
dedicate it that month.

S. Davies Warfield Arranges 
Hearing—Robert F. Maddox 
to Address Commission. 


Washington, June 6.—(Special.)— 
The “National Association of Owners 
of Raflroad Securities,” which was 
organized for the stabilizing of the 
securities of the carriers of the coun- 
try at a conference of railroad securi- 
ty owners held in Baltimore May 23, 
will be given a hearing by the inter- 


June 8, at 1:30 p. m. at the New Wil- 
lard hotel, Washington, D. C., where 
the commission is holding its sessions. 
S. Davies Warfield, of Baltimore, 
president of the association, was in 
Washington today to arrange the de- 
tails. 

This will be the first hearing ever 
accorded by the interstate commerce 
commission to organized railroad se- 
curity holders. As the first important 
action by this newly formed national 
association, s composed of owners of 
railroad bonds and stocks, this hearing 
marks a new era in railroad history. 
The Baltimore conference was attend- 
ed by over five hundred owners or 
rentenentatives of owners of securities 
of railroads from various sections of 
the count 
west as ! 
east oe far as Portlan 
representing over three Sillion dollars 
of railroad securities. 

This conference was called by 8 
Davies Warfield, who was elected 

resident of the association. Mr. 

arfield is president of the Conti- 
nental Trust company, of Baltimore, 
and is a large holder of securities of 
the Beaboa Air Line railroad. Mr. 
Warfield is chairman of the Seaboard 
board. An organization committee of 
eighty prominent owners of railroad 
securities from thirty-five cities of 
the country was named by the confer- 
ence.

It is rather surprising that certain Rus- 
sian statesmen demand a more comprehen- 
sive statement of America’s war aims or the 
causes which led this country into war 
against Germany than already has been 
given the world and from time to time reit- 
erated. 

Surely there is no note of ambiguity in 
President Wilson’s original war message of 
April 2, in which he set forth in masterful 
terms and phraseology remarkable for its 
lucidity just what brought this nation into 
the war and the objects to be attained. 

Nor has the president’s subsequent ut- 
terances upon the subject left any visible 
need for explanation or amplification. There 
is no possible understanding why anyone’s 
mind should be beclouded as to the issues 
involved or the ends sought in America’s 
participation in the war. America thus far 
has acted openly and above board, and so far 
as causes and aims are concerned, has played 
its cards face up on the table. 

However, in response to the Russian re- 
quest, the president is reported to have sent 
a special communication to the new Russian 
government reiterating anew this country’s 
position and what its objectives are in this 
war. 

The context of that communication has 
not been made public as yet, but when it is, 
it probably will be found to contain no new 
essential. 

Nor is it likely that it sets forth any 
more clearly the causes and objects of the 
war than Secretary of the Interior Franklin 
K. Lane enumerated them in his eloquent 
address Monday night before the Home club 
of his department, in answer to the question 
“Why are we fighting Germany?” 

Broadly, said Secretary Lane, and as the 
world knows, we are fighting Germany to 
free the world from Prussian despotism. 
Categorically, and in detail: 

„Because of Belgium—invaded, out- 
raged, enslaved, impoverished Belgium. 

„Because of France—invaded, desecrat- 
ed France, a million of whose heroic sons 
‘have died to save the land of Lafayette. 

“Because of Engliand—from whom came 
the laws, traditions, standards of life 
and inherent love of liberty which we 
call Anglo-Saxon civilization. 

„Because of Russia—New Russia. She 
must not be overwhelmed now. Her peas- 
ants must go to school to Washington, 
to Jefferson and to Lincoln, until they 
know their way about in this new, strange 
world, of government by the popular will, 
and— 

“Because of other peoples, with their 
rising hope that the world may be freed 
from government by the soldier. 

“We are fighting Germany because she 
sought to terrorize us and then to fool 
us. ‘ ° * 

„We are fighting Germany because in 
this war feudalism is making its last 
stand against oncoming democracy. It is 
a war for democracy—the right of all to 
be their own masters. Let Germany be 
feudal if she will. But she must ot 
spread her system over a world that has 
outgrown it.“ 

If, after reading that speech, any man’s 
mind is not clear as to why we are at war 
with the German empire it will be because 
of a degree of density that is past hope; and 
if there is any doubt left in his mind as to 
what aims are sought in the war it will be 
due either to unpardonable ignorance or to 
wilful determinatién not to understand. 

Not only has Mr. Lane made himself and 
America’s position perfectly clear—as Presi- 
dent Wilson and others have repeatedly done 
before—but he has swept aside all possible 
question as to the altruism and unselfishness 
in America’s motives and the supreme jus- 
tice of America’s position. 


MOTORIZE THE DEPARTMENT. 


The Constitution presented yesterday the 
details of a proposition by a standard fire ap- 
paratus corporation to motorize the Atlanta 
fire department, which, as Chief Cody himself 
says, is now more of a village than a city 
department. 

According to the terms of this propos! 
tion, it is proposed, at an annual rental not 
to exceed the present running expenses of 
the department, to completely motorize the 
equipment without any additional expense to 
the city, and at the end of six years to turn 
the whole plant over to the city in fee 
simple. 

That, as we understand it, is the propo- 
sition submitted to the council. 

If that is correct, then council has but 
one thing to do. 

Atlanta has outgrown horse-drawn fire- 
fighting equipment just as it outgrew the 
horse-drawn street car. 

Chief Cody says that “Atlanta has only 
equipment enough for a city of half its pop- 
ulation, and the department is necessarily 
slowing up.” He declares further that At- 
lanta is behind all other big southern cities 
in respect to fire apparatus, whereas At- 
lanta’s size, wealth and importance are such 
that it should be first of all. 

The chief believes that if he had, had 
modern, motorized and adequate equipment 
to work with the recent conflagration would 
have been stopped at Edgewood avenue—al- 
most in its incipiency. Therefore our back- 
wardness—some call it “criminal negligence” 
—may have cost us some millions of dollars 
and the greater part of one of our finest 
| residential districts. 

‘Prevention of such fires as that would 
pay many times over for motorizing the de- 
partment and bringing it up to a respectable 
and appropriate degree of efficiency.

BIG FLAG IS RAISED 
BY THE EMPLOYEES 
OF STEEL COMPANY 


A dig flag-raising and patriotic demon- 
stration was conducted by the employees of 
the Atlantic Steel company yesterday after- 
noon at the plant, near Brookwood, when 
an immense American flag was raised on a 
steel pole 80 feet in height. The money 
was raised by popular subscription among 
the operatives of the plant. 

The principal addresses of the occasion 
were delivered by Preston S Arkwright, 
president of the Georgia Railway and Power 
company, and T. K. Glenn, president of the 
Atlantic Steel company. Wedemeyer’s band 
furnished the music. 

Following the raising of the flag stirring 
patriotic exercises were held in which 1,000 
employees of the Atlantic Steel company, to- 
gether with their wives and families; took 
part. 

Aside from the operatives of the plant 
a bugle corps of the Fifth infantry and hun- 
dreds of visitors were present. Among them 
were a large number of employees of the 
Southern Iron and Equipment company. An- 
other feature of the program was the flying 
of two big kites bearing the American, Brit- 
ish and French national emblems. They 
were operated by R. D. Crusoe. G. A. Mark, 
of the welfare department of the plant, was 
in charge of the exercises. 

In addition to encouraging patriotic ex- 
ercises of this nature the Atlantic Steel 
company has subscribed to $50,000 worth of 
Liberty Bonds and has formulated a co- 
operative plan for the purchase of bonds on 
the part of the employees. The company 
has aided the employees financially to such 
an extent that the different plant depart- 
ments have been able to raise and invest 
$37,150 in Liberty Bonds and expect to in- 
crease this to $50,000. 


How the “New Machines” 
Would Increase “Tool Power” 


Editor Constitution: Let us multiply our 
tool power by four. Under modern condi- 
tions the power of tools and the power of 
arms are substantially the same thing. We 
must quadruple our tool-power, and then 
we shall be about twice as strong as the 
German alliance. 

As ong good chess player says to another: 
“I mate you in three moves,”—and the game 
is closed after a single searching, compré- 
hending glance by the adversary—so this 
tremendous war game will be closed on the 
day that we show an incontestible predomi- 
mance of tool-power. * 

The world is ruled, not by Violence, but 
by the control of elemental forces—chem- 
istry, physics, the power of art and engi- 
neering in the mastery of the wheat fields 
and the shops. We had better clear our 
minds of cant and get down to business. 
We cannot beat Germany by verbal char- 
acterizations of her conduct. We must have 
‘better tools and arms. We must excel Ger- 
many in the control of the forces of chem- 
istry and physics. . 

The New Machine stands for these ideas. 
It originated in New York city last De- 
cember at a national convention of the 
Society of Mechanical Engineers. Thirty- 
four men met at the Engineers’ club in 
Fortieth street and resolved to do what they 
could to fasten the attention of the coun- 
try on the fact that it needs a “new machine,” 
1. e., needs a reorganization of its working 
system on a more social and scientific basis. 

The “New Machine.” 

The New Machine has grown consider- 
ably. It includes bankers, corporation man- 
agers, college professors, editors of techni- 
cal journals and so on—but the engineers 
have the lead. Its main purpose is the engi- 
neers’ formula: “Produce the maximum 
result with the minimum strain.” Every 
legalistic, academic or political theory is 
shoved aside unless it can shed light on 
the engineering problem. How can the nation 
be made strong? How can we quadruple the 
tool power of the country? 

The flat truth is that this war cannot be 
won by the English-French method, i. e., 
by grafting a sudden shoot of arbitrary 
power upon the twisted roots of our plutoc- 
racy and proletarianism. 

We are a deluded people if we try to fight 
Prussia with a jerry-built imitation of Prus- 
sianism. Nothing can beat Germany but the 
muscular and mobile democracy that is 
implicit, but as yet undeveloped, in the 
tissue and structure of American. business 


system. 
What America Can Deo. 

America is the motherland of big buai- 
ness. She can do a much bigger business 
—more scientific and artistic, more cosmo- 
politan and magnanimous—than she has 
ever done. 

We can easily quadruple the tool power 
of the United States by going to work as/we 
go to war. ’ 

Registration for the selective draft/ wil] 
do us a great deal of good if the men over 
thirty-one will only have the decency to 
understand that they must not throw upon 
the youngsters responsibilities, risks and ad. 
ventures that they themselves are far bet- 
ter able to bear. 

It is left to the men over 31 to reorgan- 
ize the financial, industrial and‘ commercial 
system of the United States on à social 
and scientific basis. 

The effort will cost sacrifices. It win 
draw blood.

the American people in the days to 
come, when we shall no doubt have our 
share of mental depression, but as a 
real contribution to the national de- 
fense.”’ 

No better testimonial to the good psy- 
chological effect which clean sports 
have on the human race could be se- 
cured than the very words of Presi- 
dent Wilson—and coming as they do 
from the highest officer in the land,
